participants in Hy-Col., Inc., were 
themselves worth a total of a bill- 
ion dollars and this particular deal 
could have been financed entirely 
by private sources. 


The one fact that slicks out like 


a sore thumb is Gabriclson's serv- 
ing as president of a corporation 
which borowed from RFC although 
he personally didn't have a dime's 
wirth of stock. That's not good 
tffasiness — either private or pub- 
lic.

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Chemist Jailed 
by FBI for 
Helping Gold 


New York, June 18 (/P)— A for- 


me r U.S . army non-commissioned 
officer at Albuquerque, N. M., was 
arrested today by the FBI on a 
charge of giving atomic secrets to 
Harry Gold, Philadelp h i a n 
ac- 


cused of passing atomic secrets to 
the Russians. 


The FBI identified the arrested 


man as David Greenglass,28 , of 
New York City. 


Greenglass' arrest 
came 
less 


than 24 hours after* the seizure in 
Syracuse,N . Y., of another sus- 
pect in the Klaus Fuchs spy ring. 


FBI agents said that Greenglass' 


explanation for his alleged action 
was that Russia, as an ally during 
th e war, was entitled to the infor- 
mation. 


Last night FBI o p e r a tives 


linked Alfred Dean Slack, 44-year- 
old Syracuse chemist, to the Fuchs 
spy ring which slipped atomic se- 
crets tlo the Soviets. They said 
Slack admitted giving samples of 
a secret high explosive to 
Gold, 


the Philadelphia biochemist. 


Gold was named 
asaninterme- 


ic scientist and a Red spy ring 
seeking atom secrets for Russia. 


Greenglass was arrested on 
a 


complaint filed before a U. S. com- 
missioner in New Mexico today. 


Edward Scheldt, special 
agent 


in charge of the FBI's New York 
office, said the one-time 
army 


non-com was pickee up here yes- 
terday afternoon. 


In explaining his purported con- 


tacts with Gold, Scheldt quoted the 
prisoner as saying: 


"I felt it was gross negligence 


on the part of the United States 
not to give Russia the information

McCarthy told reporters t h a t

Each has 
accused the other in effect of try- 
ing to

Larsen's testi- 


mony. 
In a speech 
last night, 


McCarthy said Peurifoy had prom- 
ised free legal advice and loyalty 
clearance. to Larsen, who v/as a 
defendant in the 
1945 Amevasia 


stolen documents case, in return 
for favorable testimony on Capitol 
Hill. 


Peurifoy and Larsen immediate- 


ly issued denials 
of McCailhy's 


charge. 


, Peurifoy said that furthermov^ 
he was informed that McCarthy 
had hinted he would go easy on 
Larsen "if he were to testify x x 
in a way satisfactory to Senator 
McCarthy." Peurifoy said his in- 
formation came from Larsen him 
self. 


Larsen's testimony was taktn 


behind closed doors last May 29 by 
a senate foreign relations subcom- 
mittee. The group is looking into 
McCarthy's charges that the state 
department is a haven for Commu- 
nists and Red sympathizers. 


McCarthy is not a member nf 


the inquiry committee, but he said 
in his speech that he had found 
out what Larsen told the group. 


McCarthy told reporters today:

Democratic leader, told a reporter 
that if the house passes a bill on 
which its v.ays. an4 means 
com- 


mittee is reported near final agree- 
ment, he will ask for senate ac- 
tion on it. 


The house group is said to be 


ready to act on a bill which would 
lop an estimated $1,100,000,00 off 
levies on such things as furs, jew-

Washington, June 16 —(/P)—Pres- 


ident Truman today signed legisla- 
tion opening America's doors to an 
additional 136,000 
displaced per- 
sons. 


The measure revises a 1948 law, 


expiring June 30, that authorized 
the entry of 205,000 DPs—persons 
driven from their homes by two 
wars. It extends the program for 
another year and increases 
the 


number eligible for admission 
to 
341,000. 


Upwards 
of 
153,000 
displaced 


persons have already come to the 
United States to make their homes. 


In addition to i n c r e a s ing the 


total of displaced 
persons 
who 


could become U. S. residents un- 
der the program. The new 
law 


also provides for the 
admission 
of: 


(1) 5,000 war orphans from thir 


homes in Czechsolovakia, Poland, 
Romania and other eastern Euro- 
pean countries after the Potsdam 
agreement of 1945. 


(3) Up to 15,000 refugees 
who 


entered the United States prior to 
april 
30, 
1949 
on 
temporary 


basis. To remain here, they must

Basing Point 
Bill Vetoed 
by Truman 


Washington, June 15 —-Wi—Pres- 


ident Truman today vetoed 
the 


basing point bill— a measure that 
svould have guaranteed individual 
businessmen Iho right 
to absorb 


freight charges and sell their pro- 
ducts at uniform delivered prices. 


In a message* to the senate, Mr. 


Truman said he was convinced the 
bill would "obscure, rather than 
clarify," existing laws relating to 
pricing practices. 


It was the second controversial 


measure vetoed by the President 
in recent months. Both the 
dis- 


puted bills widely split Democrat- 
ic ranks. The first was the Kerr 
Natural gas bill which would have- 
freed independent gas 
pi'ducers 


from federal regulation. 


The basing point bill was intend- 


ed to define the application of the 
federal trade commission uei and 
the Clayton ami-trust act to cer- 
tain pricing practices. 


The legislation would have per- 


mitted sellers to discriminate, 
in 


prices to customers to meet com- 
petition in "good faith," and 
in 


the absence of 
conspiracy, 
col- 


lusion or iradulcr.t practice.

New York, June 16 —(^—Every- 


body has a secret life. 


Or certainly everyone tries to. 
Some facet of his career, past or 


present . . . some wayward long- 
ing. . . Some shamefaced deed of 
good will. . . Some odd attitude to- 
ward the world. . . a person lives 
to hold to his heart and apart from 
those who know him best. 


The funny thing about it all is 


that often he will blurt out to a 
stranger this secret he'd lie about 
rather than reveal to a lifelong ac- 
quaintance. 


I spend a great part of my life 


meeting strangers. And they tell 
me the dmandest things some- 
times. 


Cynics say the greatest secrets 


in America are locked in safe de- 
posit vaults — or buried under 
concrete in the basement or under 
dirt in the backyard, twelve paces 
north northeast of the 
old 
elm 
tree. 


However, I fell that 
most of 


these secrets — dollars 
hidden 


from the. income tax ollector—have 
been dug up since the end of the 
war and invested or spent. 


The real depositories of secrets 


in our times are 
the 
ears of 


priests, the dossiers of lawyers, 
the health verdicts of doctors — 
and the memories of 
newspaper 


reporters. 


When I was a student in the Uni- 


versity of Missouri school of jour- 
nalism, I took a course in inter- 
viewing. I was taught that I should 
avoid bringing out pencil and pa- 
per because that might cause the 
subject of the interview to "freeze 
up." 


It took me about ten years of 


reporting to learn that this theory 
was completely wrong — at least 
for me. I found that the quickest 
way I could get the confidence of 
someone I was interviewing was 
to haul out the old notebook and 
scribble down his words, just as 
he said them. 


There is a passion for accuracy 


in the heart of every man, be he 
a general of the army, a justice 
of the peace or a pullman porter. 
He wants what he says put down 
the way he said. When you pull 
out that pencil, it doesn't frighten 
him. It gives him a sense of digni- 
ty. He ieels that makes him a part 


of history, and it does, too — even 
though his printed remarks 
are 


wrapped around a wAt fish the day 
after he says them, or blown in 
the gutter by a passing wind. 


But very, very often people say 


things to me that make m«s pause 
my pencil. They tell me— a com 
plete stranger, passing t h r o u gh 
their lives like a wind — things 
too private for print. At least for 
my print. 


What? Well, chiefly their wor 


ries. Their wives drink too much 
or their boys aren't doing wha 
papa would like, or they wonder 
out loud whether, after all, they 
made the right decision in life 
And what can you do but murmur 
consolation? A reporter isn't 
psychiatrist. People just 
o f t e n 


treat him like he is. 


Sometimes they say things to 


you acutely embarrassing. Like 
the woman who told me of a mur 
der, never recorded. 


"This old lady was lonesome,' 


she said. "And she told me how 
she made herself a widow. She hac 
been | married to a man who hac 
beat her and cheated on her for 31 
years. He thought she was just a 
helpless housewife he was tied to 
by the law. 


"Well, one day she figured out 


his insurance — and there was 
enough to keep her the rest of her 
life. 


"The next morning as she wa_ 


getting the car out of the garage 
to drive him to the station she saw 
him there in front of the 
head-

Laboratories Inc., St. Louis, Mo. 


FTC's announcement said

companies have agreed to "discon- 
tinue 
representations concerning 


the effectiveness of their antihisti- 
minc preparations in the 
treat- 


ment of common colds." 


The products involved are 
sold 


under the trade names of Resis- 
tab, Anahist, Kriptin, Inhiston and 
Antamine. 


The government agency— which 


serves as watchdog of the 
trade 


and advertising practices of busi- 
ness — started proceedings against 
anti-cold drugs on March 21.

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European Recovery Aid Opens 
New Era for Colonies But 
Not One of Exploitation

When the European r e c o v e ry 


program was launched, many a 
student of history feared it would 
open a new era of 
colonial 
ex 
ploitation. 


European 
1 e a d e r s had 
pro 


claimed that Europe must 
devel 


op its colonies and possessions as 
an essential aid to Europe's 
re 


covery. The questions asked were: 


Would they simply drain off the 


natural riches of the colonies, leav 
ing the natives only with t h e i r 
wages and depleted resources? 


Or would they plow a 
g o o d 


share of the profits back into the 
business, enabling the 
n a t i ves 


themselves to benefit permanently, 
to raise their standards of living, 
to develop their own independant 
economies? 


Some U. S. officials are 
reas 


sured after having had an oppor 
tunity to observe how EGA funds 
have been spent in the 
colonies 


and to study 
dcvclopmen t 
pro 


grams that the European 
c o u n 


tries have conducted with 
thei: 
own funds. 


They say there is no doubt that 


the countries of Europe are show 
ing determination to share 
the 


profits of colonial enterprises with 
the people in the colonies. 


About $300,000,000 of EGA 
funds 


has been spent in colonial depend 
encics. In addition, $100,000,000 in 
counterpart funds has been invest 
ed there. One EGA official 
who 


works in this field says 
that 
a 


large share of this money is going 
into projects which will bs of per 
manent benefit to 
the 
communi 
ties involved. 


Norris E. Dodd, director general 


of the United Nations food and ag 
riculturc organization, said after a 
recent trip through A f r i c a and 
other colonial areas that "the need 
for educating local populations and 
raising their standards of living as 
a fundamental r e q u i r e merit of 
progress" has become a m a j o r 
preoccupation of the governments 
concerned. 


"Policy makers," he a d d e d 


"are apparently realizing m o r e 
and more that, concurrently with 
agricultural w o r l d development 
they are responsible for the 
wel 


fare and education of local oppu 
lations." 


In all the countries he visited, 


he said, there were programs to 
promote health, education, rural 
welfare, credit, t r a n s p o rtatioi;, 
marketing and 
distribution. Var 


ious forms of vocational training 
were provided.

ate crime investigators studied re- 
ports today that counterfeiting and 
illegal narcotics traffic both

In testimony released yesterday, 


federal officials r e p o r t e d that 
phoney money is being turned out 
faster than at any time in the past 
10 years, whole the drug trade is 
booming, especially in New York, 
York, Chicago and San Francis- 
co. 


The testimony came from Secret 


Service Chief U. E. Baughman and 
Commissioner H. J. Anslmger of 
the U. S. bureau of narcotics, and 
was made public by the senate ap 
propriations co m m i 11 e e. They 
asked more money for their op 
erations. 


Baughman said the counterfeit- 


ers are specializing in $10 and $20 
bills, and that his men are seizing 
spurious money at 
the 
rate ol 


$100,000 a month. More than $550,- 
000 worth was seized in the firsl 
five months of this year.
